INTERCEPTING SEWER*. 

Another plan which has met some favor is 
that of constructing intercepting sewers along 
cach margin of the river to receive the filth, 
and empty itintothe lake. This plan, although 
prom sing the most desirable results, is at the 
present time atheory, barren of developed 
and final results. Jt has been adopted by the 
city of London in the cleansing ofthe Thames, 
but as yet has failed to deduce results upoi 
which to base any calculations of its practical 
value. The schenfe is a gigantic and expen- 
sive one, demanding both time and money. 
The former, Chicago cannot afford, the latter 
she cannot spare, and while other plans 
promise equally well ot less expense, and 
with less of experiment in their character, 
they should have the preference. 

THE DERP CUT. 

A third plan, the proposed ship canal, car- 
rying off the filth into the Liltaois River, is a 
very favorite one. 

It would undoubtedly be effective at al! 
times so fur as the main river and South 
Branch are concerned. A mere ditch to the 
Illinois River, however, would ecnly confer 
upon those places borderiag the [ilinois River 
the favor of receiving the filth of which we 
ourselyes have so complained so loudly—a 
favor of which they would rid themselves by 
judicial or legislative action. The Ship Canal, 
if it should ever be constracted, would not be 
liable to these objeftions, but the insurmount- 
able ‘if’ at present, stvres us in the face; an 
“if” open to extreme doubts both as to time 
and expense, and at the same time immedi. 
ately applicable only to a portion of the river. 
There acc two or three points to 
be considered with reference to this project. 
Ite comstruction is problematical. Its status 
in Congress at the present time Is anything 
but encouraging. As a. condition to its con- 
struction, the Eastern members demand the 
of four immense lines of rail- 
road, which, practically, mug delay if not kill 
the bill. Again, supposing tie Canal built, 
and the people bordering upon the Illinois 
River unfavorable to the receipt of Chicago 
filth, as undoubtedly they would be, then 
some other plan must be sought. In addition 
to these objections, the deepening of the Canal 
will require many years of labor. Chicago 
cannot walt those many years. Whatever 
plan is adopted must be adopted speedily. The 
evil ison the increase and canpot diminish, 
while the city is augmenting yearly ite popu- 
lation and its sewerage. 

A COVERED AQUEDUCT.

THE PLEXIBLE 

The very report of E. 8. Chos- 
brough, esq., Consulting Bugiues., to 
the Board of Water as pub- 
lished in their semi-annual report, January 
ist, 1801, furnishes us with some dats and 
facts relative to these methods. | 

The report says: A wrought fron pipe five 
feet in diameter, one-quarter of an inch thick, 
two miles im length, and with fickible joints 
one thousand feet apart, would be amply large 
enough to supply the city with-water from 
that distance. In the sinking and laying of 
this pipe, there would be many difficulties to 
overcome. Itgrould be necessary to dredge saf- 


+ place below the bottom of 
of the! lake, at conan encvagh out to pre.

TUNNEL. 

To avold any of these ricks, the tunnel!

The other! for pure water 
ts a natural filter basin at Lake View, and this 
strikes us a$ being more practical In all its 
surroundings than either the pipe or tunnel 
methods. It has been tested in numerous lo- 
calities, both in this country and Europe, and 
invariably with the est of results. These. 
filter beds wil and «arify thé water 
but, couree, ‘will not purity, it 
from chemical substances held in solu- 
tion. ‘The accomplishment of the former 
result, however, would prove a consumma- 
tion devoutly to be wished for. The plan 
proposed ie to construct a basin just north of 
Lake View with « frontage to the lake, ay

secure a supply adequate to the wants of the

The | is 2 rough estimate of the 
cost of work: 26,400 lineal feet of pipe, 
including excavation, $211,200; dredging 
125,000 cubic yards, fifteen feet below the 
lake, $25,000 ; 3,800 lineal feet of wall, twenty- 
five fect high and six fect thick, $65,340; en. 
gine; house and land, etsy $50,000; total, 


$351,540. 

Such a reservoir of the dimensions 
would undoubtedly be little if at al! affected 
by the lake storms, and would contain at all 
times « sufficiency of pure water for the sup- 
ply ofthe city. 

We have thus indicated in a genera] manner 


what seem to us the best methods of cleaning | 
the river and providing pure drinking water. 
It seems that with reference to the cleansing 
of the river, the North street aquedact plan is 
the most feasible as well as economical, Its 
cost is small as compared with that of any 
otber project. It is entirely sufficient to keep. 
al! of the South Branch and the main river be- 
tween North strect and the Light House free 
from impurity and offensive smells. It dis- 
poses of the offensive matter by depositing it 
into the Lake, instead of driving It down the 
Illinois River, a privilege which future legisha-

Guytiewex: In addition to the varietics of 
Chronic Bronchitis described in my last letter, 
there are several others, which are of less import- 
ance, because less commpn in their occurrence.
